| HISTORY OF THE HONGKONG,, 
VOLUNTEER CORPS. 


It ia upwards of. thirty-four years 
since tho Hongkong. Volunteer . Corps 
first came into oxistencs. ~ Sitea then 
many interesting events have transpired 
in connection with its history, and we 
feel sure that the following atcount of 
the most important of those events will 
be.read with interest by every present 
piember and also by those gentlemen 
now inthe Colony who were conneeted 
with the Corps in its carly days. 
- The suggestion that a Volunteer 
Corps should be formed in Hongkong |. 
was first made in # Tetter published in 
sChing Mail onJanuary 31, 1860, 
hut two years elapsed before the first 
practical slep was taken tovgive effect 
to the suggestion, ‘The Volunteer 
movement of 1862 was, says Dr, Eitel 
in his valuable work, Awrope iu China, 
‘one ofthe healthiest and must uscful 
exhibitions of public spirit that Hong- 
long evar witnessed.’ In the beginning 
of that year o healthy change caine over 
the feclings of the public. Front ‘an 
attitude distinctly «pathetic towards 
Voluntecring thoy suddgnly bounded to 
a vigurously enthusiastic stage, and on 
all sides was heard the appeal for the 
establishment ofa Volunteer Corps. 
On March }, 1862, a public meoting 
held in the Court Honse--there was-no 
City Uall inthe vs nd it was 
unuimously reselved to fori a Volun- 
r Corps and to obtain Tegal sanction 
It was 
the passing of Ordinance 2 of 1862, hy 
which any geoUeinan resident in the 
Colony, irrespective of nationality, could 
be enrolled a member of the Corps.
